On Friday night, March 16th, J. A. Blood, a young man who has been 
residing in American Fork, committed suicide by shooting bimself through 
the head. 

The latest victim of the self-destruction mania is a young man named John 
EK A. Wing, a compositor employed on the Salt Lake Tribune, who shot him- 
self in City Creek Canyon, on the 220d of March. 

Elder Erastus W. Snow, son of Apostle Erastus Snow and Minerva W. 
Snow, and head of the firm of Snow Bros., furniture dealers, Provo, died in 
Salt Lake City, Wednesday, March Qist. He was on a two years’ mission to

The suit of Mrs. Matilda Openshaw against the Utah and Nevada Railway 
Company, for $10,000 damages for the killing of her husband, came to a close 
in the Third District Court, Salt Lake City, March 2lst, the jury finding a 
verdict in favor of Mrs, Openshaw for.$5,000. t. 
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Frank H. Dyer, as Receiver in the suit against the Church, has commenced 
suit for two pieces of property which he alleges belong to the Church. This 
property is located on the same block as the Tithing Office, and faces south, 
just east of the centre of the block. 

A three-year old son of Levi Phillips, of the Ninth Ward, Salt Lake City, 
met with an accident that will probably result in the loss of the sight of one 
eye. The little fellow was playing with a pair of scissors when he tripped 
and fell, the points entering the pupil of the eye. 

Charles L. Lowe brought a libel suit for $25,000 against the Salt Lake 
Herald Company. On Saturday, March 24th, the sealed verdict of the jury 
was opened and gave the plaintiff $5,000. Ban review of the evidence it 
was difficult to see on what the jury based its conclusions. An appeal will be 
taken. 

Deputy Marshal H. F. Whetstone is the latest in the field in the libel line. 
He has commenced suit against the Salt Lake Herald Company and Eli H, 
Peirce, and asks for $15,000 damages alleged to have been done to his charac- 
ter by the publication of a statement that he did some reckless shooting while 
acting in the capacity of an officer. 

Brother David Anderson, the well-known carpenter and builder, Salt Lake 
City, met with a serious accident, March 21st. He was engaged in removing 
a bara from premises in the Twentieth Ward which he had lately sold. As 
he stepped upon the top of a door sill it broke in two, causing him to fall to 
the ground. He alighted upon bis feet in an erect position, causing him to 
receive such a severe shock that he was unable to move, and had to be taken 
home by two men, The principal injury is to the spine, but the extent of it 
is at present somewhat difficult to determine. 

Dr, Isaacson, late from Germany, has been visiting Utah. He was until 
recently a Jewish Rabbi in Germany, but was expelled from his position last 
August, for accepting Jesus of Nazareth as the true Messiah. He made 
the announcement of his conviction in the Synagogue, and was given the 
alternative of recantation or expulsion, and chose the latter. He is investi- 
gating the religion of the Latter-day Saints, having, he states, gone to Salt 
Lake City principally for that purpose. Dr. Isaacson went to Provo, accom- 
panied by President Angus M. Cannon, the object of the trip being to see 
Elder J. M. Tanner, recently returned from a mission to the Holy land mt 
other oriental countries.

Rather a bold prediction this for an impostor 
to make, H we shall’ find such prophecy ‘filfilled, or in course of fulfill- 
ment, it will be a strong testimony to the fact that the words we have quoted 
are ingpired words; that Joseph Smith was not an impostor; and that the 
Book of Mormon is what it professes to be. 

Firat, then, have “many believed the words that are written?” To prove 
that this part of the prediction has been fulfilled, we have but to call atten- 
tion to the present membership of the Church—some 200,000—who are 
believers in the book. Then add to this number those who have died in the 
faith, at least one-half the number of the present membership of the Church; 
and to this, those who through tranagreasion of Church discipline have been 
severed from the Church, but who continue to believe the Book of Mormon, 
Aud to this number may be added those who have heard of the book, ex- 
amined its claims to divine origin, and have been convinced of ita truth, but 
wha, in conseguence of the deep-seated prejudice existing against the Saints, 
have not had the courage of their convictions and declared their belief.

1 Review learns that some very interesting e have been 
carried out in America with two immense magnets made from two large Rodman guns. 
A crowbar which was applied to the magnet required the combined force of four strong 
men to tear it away. A handful of tacks thrown in the opposite direction immediately 
flew back and attached themselves to the magnet. Several 15-inch cannon balls, solid, 
and as much asa strong man could lift, were held suspended in the air, one under the 
other. The most amusing experiment was made with a sledge hammer. When one 
tried to wield it in a direction opposite to the magnet, he felt as though he were trying 
to hit a blow with a long feather in a gale of wind. Another curious test was made with 
a number of carpenter's spikes. A spike was put lengthwise on the end of the magnet, 
then another spike was attached to the first and so on, until a line of them stood straight 
out from the magnet at least four feet in length.” 
A Catourta telegram states:—The detailed accounts now received of the hurricane at 
Dacca on Saturday evening, April 7th, state that a rumbling noise was first heard like an 
train. The whirlwind, which was of appalling intensity, and appeared to 
have & track of about 500 feet in width, originated to the west of the Palace, crossed the 
river Bariganga, and then returned and swept through the most crowded parts of the 
town. It is described as lasting only three minutes, but the damage done was enormous.

A GOOD MAN GONE.

Hon. A. K. Thurber, President of the 
Sevier Stake, died at Ephrain, San- 
pete County, Wednesday, March 21, 
1888. The disease from which he 
died was cancer of the bowels.
